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Tnis regular meeting of the Uity Council of the City of Lodi
held bteginning at 8:0C o'clock p.m. on Wednesday, Januery 7, 1953;
bounullme" F”ozler, Richey, Rinn and Robinson present; Mayor
Haskell absent.

In the absence of Mayor Haskell, City Clerk Glaves called for
nominations for Mayor pro tem. Councilman Robert H. Rinn was
nominated and elscted to fill the position of the Mayor during the
absence of Mayor Haskell.

Councilman Robinson and Councilman Richey noted errors in the
last sentence of the second paragraph of the minutes of December
22, 1952, As corrected the sentence should read, "On the motion
of Councilmaen Richey, Preszler second, the Council authorized the
City Manager to meet with Judge-elect Bainbridge and County Super-
visor btuckerbruﬂk to work out the proposed agreement for the lease,
subject to the approval of the City Uouncil." The minutes were
tnen approved with the above correction.

Mr. Weller ex-
pleined that this request was one of six or eight
requests for joint action the City had received
in the past four or five years. In some cases Lodi
has joined in the protest. In the last such in-
stance, the P. G. & E. case, Lodi did not join
with Stockton because we joined in a protest of
our own. he further stated that from the informa-
tion available to him he did not feel that it
would be worthwhile to just make a blanket protest.
The Public Utilities Commission, he explained, has
a competent staff which will be utilized to investi-

ate the request of the telephone company. Mr.

elle further stated that he felt that the Pacific
'Telephone and Telegraph Company was probably asking
a good deal more than it was entitled to get, but
he sirply did not feel, as a matter of principle,
that this protest was worthwhile at this time.
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Minutes of January 7, 1953 coatinued.

At the invitation of Maycr oro tem Rinn, Kr. Geor
creignion, ranager of the Lodi office of the Paci
Telephone and Telegraph Compan] addressed the
Counyll and stated that Fir. weller had accurately
outlined tne qualifications of the PUC staff.
This staff consisted of 50C versons, including
engineers, accountants and attorneys. Councilman
Fovinson stated that he had read that the rates
for business phones for the Lodi area are higher
than other areas in the territory and if this is
true and Lodi is being discriminated against, the
City should present its case before the Commis-
sion. Mr. Creighton answered that the rates are
based on the availability of phones. Councilman
fobinson stated that he understood that the televhone
company was requesting a 7% return on its invest-
ment and if this is true, its reguest is excessive.
lr, Creighton replied that he was not qualified to
discuss tne rates of return requested. Mayor pro

tem Rinn tnen asked if it would be possible to

make a determination at this time which would give
the City access to the records of the hearing

without Jjoining in the protest being prepared by

Mr, McKnight. Mr. Weller replied that the City

could file as an interested party or as a protestant.
In either case the City would receive exhibits and
other evidence, be given opportunity to give evi-
dence or cross examine witnesses. Councilman Robin-
son thnen moved that the City Manager be authorized

to make whatever representation is necessary and

that such representation, either as interested

party or as protestant, be at the discrtion of the
City Mana cer. Mayor pro tem Rinn asked if it would
be possible to file as an interested party and

then at & subsequent date change the filing to that
of a protestant. Mr, Weller rerlied that he would

be Tlac to check into this question. The motion

of uouﬂc‘lnan Robinson was then seconded by Coun-
cilman Richey and passed.
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Letter from the Lodi Business and Professional
Women's Club requesting courtesy parking and over-
night parking for out-of-town delegates to their
winter conference to be held January 24 and 25

in Lodi. Councilman Richey explained that many

of the delegates would be staying at Hotel Lodi
and would want to park their cars on the street
over Saturday night. Councilman Robinson suggested
that the Osx Street parking lot could be utilized.
The City Manager suggested that if there were no
objections he would refer the letter to the Chief
of Police to work out the necessary arrangements
and he would speak to the Manager of Hotel Lodi
and ask that he direct the delgeates to use the
Oak Street parking lot wherever possible.

Letter from the City of Long Beach calling atten-
tion to the Annual California Recreation Conference
to be held in that city February 10-13. Mr., Weller
explained that the Park and Recreation Director
planned to attend this meeting and has been re-
quested to bring some exhibits relating to Lodi's
recreation program.

Letter from Lodi Business and Professiocnal Women's
Club  asking if it would be possible to have Council-
man Richey represent the City of Lodi, in the ab-
sence of Mayor Haskell, to formally welcome the
woren delegates to the conference. The request

was grant cd on the motion of Uouncilman Robinson.
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A petition signed by six residents in the Stockton
Street-Maple Street area protesting the truck travel
on Maple Street betwsen Stockton Street and the

Roy R, Parker property. A letter accompanying

TRUCKS the petition asked that that porticn of Marle
BANNZD ON Street west of Stockton Street be closed to truck
MAPLE STREE traffic. Mr. Weller explained that this problem

had come up before and he had checked with the
cannery people and been assured that the gate at
the west end of Maple Streset was only used in
emergencies. It was agreed that the City should
place a "No Trucks" sign at the entrance of lMavple
Street from Stockton Street and that the manager of
the cannery be notified that the gate is not to be
used except in bonafide emergeéncies.

Letter from Walter E. Flower requesting permission
to construct two 36-foot driveways as a means of

access to a proposed garage to be built on the cor-
ner of Flora Street and Cherokee Lane. DMr. Weller

DRIVEWAYS reported that the City Engineer had been consulted
AUTHORIZED and that he had no objections to the driveways, but
#OR FLOWER he felt tnat if the requsst were approved, the size
GARAGE of the driveways should be left open so that they

could be cut down if it 1is determined that they are
larger ‘trhan necessary. On the motion of vouncilman
Preszler Richey second, the request for ths drive-
ways was approved subject to the provision- that
tne widths of the driveways will be cut down by

the City Engineer if he finds it is possible to

do so without destroying the use for which they

are intended.

Petition requesting the installation of street
lighting facilities on South Church Street from
West Lodi Avenue to Kettleman Lane. City Attorney
Mullen explained that proceedings are provided in
the statutes of the State for this type of special
CHURCH SLREE assessment district and that all proceedgins must

STRZET LIG ve taken in conformance with these statutes. It
ING FE”ITLON was poinied out that any delays encountered due
ACCEPTE to the statute provisions are unavoidable and not

the fault of the City. On the motion of Councilman
Richey, Preszler second, the Council voted to

accept the petition and to instruct the City Clerk
to prepare the necessary resolution for presentation
at the next meeting. Councilman Robinsen stated
that Mr. Noel N. Groshong should be commended for
nis efforts in securing the names on the petition.

PUBLIC HEARINGS

Mayor pro tem Rinn then called for hearing of the
matters relating to the proposed annexation of the

from the previous meeting ol December 22, 1952.
City Clerk Glaves then read a letter received and
filed January 7, 1953, from ilrs. Maud Veit. INrs.

ssed the Council, stating that he had vubdblicly
d he would nct object to the annexation of
o}
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property to the City of Lodi when the Veit

ty was included. Mr. Werner requested thet
uncil give him answers to some questions
winich he felt might later opresent problems when
his oroperty became part of the City. Mr. Werner
explained tnat he conducted a business at his
residence which he looked upon as a hobbty, but
that this business was dependent upon periodic
visits by delivery trucks. He then asked if the
Council would later object to truck travel over
streets leading to his business and rssidence.

It was generally agreed that the business would
come into theCity classified as a non-conforming
use and that the City would not be able to take
any action which would deprive it of suvplies

or deliveries upon wnich the business is dependent.
Mr. Werner then asked if his property would be
assessed as subdivided property at such time as

ne improved the street in front of his house.

It was generally agreed that his property would
probacly not be assessed as subdivided prorerty
until such time as the property was subdivided;
however, since all assessment of property is in
the hands of the County Assessor, no positive
answer could be given at this time. Mr. Werner
then explained that he required storage space

for nis business and that he contemplated £he
construction of an underground warehouse on the
back of his property. He explained that the
structure would be wholly underground and that

the ground above the structure-would be landscaped
with shrubbery.  Nr. Mullen replied that any
addition to his non-conforming use would depend
upon securing the approval of the City Planning
vommission. NMr. Mullen further suggested that Mr.
Werner might fincd it more advantageous from his
versonal point of view to locate his business
activities in another part of town and subdivide
his property for residential use. Mr. Werner
stated that relocation of his business was out

of the question at present for financial reasons.
Mr. Werner then suggcested that the proposed annexa-
tion be postponed until such time as he was able
to submit plans for his underground warehouse to
the Planning Commission for approval. The City
Attorney stated that, inasmuch as Mr. Werner had
gone on record &s being willing to include his
property in the annexation at the time the Veit
oroperty was included, there would be no point in
delaying theproceedings at this time. Councilman
Robinson then stated that since Krs. Veit had
withdrawn her protest and Mr. Wener had stated

his willingness to have his property included,

the Youncil could now proceed with the annexation.
He then moved, Preszler second, to introduce Or-
dinance No. 473, acvproving the annexation of the
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"Rieck Addition™. The motion was passed unanimously.

The VYouncil next considered the final mavo of the
Lawrence Ranch Subdivision, Unit No. 1, which was
submitted for esvproval. The City Attorney ques-
tionsd the representative of the Lawrence Ranch
Company regarding tne understanding of the company
relating to its obligations for improvements and
utilities. Mr. Thompson, the company represen-
tative, satisfied the Council that the company

was aware of its obligetions and that it was pre-
vared to make the necessary deposit for utility
extension just as soon as the estimates were avail-
able., The final map was approved on the motion

of Councilman ZRichey, Preszler second.
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lrs. A. D. Haut, 507 North School Street, addressed

the bounc1l to protest the disturbance crested by

tne Super Mold “orporation operations. Mrs. Haut
claimed that at th time the residents protested

thne construction of the offending facilities, the
Super uold “orporation agreed that the facilities
would only be used for office and warehouse func-
ticns. However, at the present time manuiacturing
is being conductad in the building, creating a
distrubance from 6 a.m. to 10 p.m. or, at times,
as late as 1 z.m. DMrs. Haut acted as spokesman
for seven residents of the protesting area who
were in the audience. Mayor pro tem Rinn sugsested
that the Council call a special meeting at which
the interested residents and the Super Mold vor-
voration could be represented and try to work

out a satisfactory arrangement for all concerned.
Lrs. Haut rerlied that thlS suggestion appeared
reasonable from the standooint of the protesting
residents. The Council then set the evening of
Tuesday, January 20, 1753, as the date for the
meeting and instructed the City Clerk to notify
all interested uarties.

The City Manager reported that although he had

not been officially notified of the action, he

had been told that the County Board of Suoe“vﬁsors
had approved the lease of the Chamber of Commerce
Auditorium for $1lUC per month for use by tn
District Court.

On the motion of “ouncilman Robinson, Richey second,
the Council moved to rescind its approval of

four parking srvaces reserved in frount of th

Fall of Justice on North Sacramento Street for

use by the Lodi District Court.

¥r. Weller rervorted the results of the bidding
for furnishing a pump for use in the storm
sewers., The City received two bids. The first
bid from the Clancy Pump and Supply Company con-
tained three proposzls for $941.75, $106L.CC and
$1021.00. The second bid was from Byron-Jackson
for $902.0C6. The City Manager recommended that
the award be made to the low bidder, Byron-
Jackson. L4ounc11r'1an Preszler, QOblnson second,
moved the adoption of Resolutlon No. 1717 award-
ing the contract to the Byron-Jackson Lompany.

The City Manager furnished the redraft of the
proposed Personnel Ordinance together with a copy
of the proposed Personnel Rules and Regulations.
iir. Weller explained that the proposed Personnel
Ordinance attempts to clarify lines of authority
eznd to bring the present organizational structure
into line tc conform with existing practice. He
vointed out that there were no r-ally significant
changes in the new propesal. The principal
changes he mentioned related to: A reduction in
the term of the Presonnel Board from six to Jour
years, elimiration of a specific Department of
Personnel and Personnel Clerk and removal of
department neads from the classified service.

The City Attorney suggested the addition of

"and Zevealing Ordinance Numbers 276 and 303"

to the title of the proposed ordinance. It was
also sugﬁeSMed that Secton 4 be amended by the
addition of "City Manager" to the list of avproint-
ments to be made by the CLty L'ou"lc il. Council-
man Robinson po-nted out that he did not like

In
tne instance of the "rule of three", it is pro-
posed to establish a passing grade on the exami-
nation as a requirement for qualification. The
aopointing authority will then be able to make
his asopointment from those qualified. *‘his will
enable the appointment of qualified candidates
who are separated from the too three by hundredths
of a percentage point. In the case 27 the transfer
rule, the new rule will require that a transferee
must rossess the gualifications and skills to
fill the new pvosition and the transfer must pe
made to z position in the szme szlary range.
Councilman Robinson sugzsested an addition to
Section 3 of RULE VI providing that an anplicant
for ﬂroloymant would be disgqualified if he did
not reside in the Lth Supervisorial District of
San Joaquin County for six months prior to &appli-
cation. Mr. Weller opposed this sugzestion as a
stev backward in modern personnel administration.
Fr. Weller pointed out that at the present time
the local candidate receives the appointment if
21l other things are equal. Councilman Ro®inson
stated that there are residents of Lodi who will
not apply for positions with the City because they
feel tnat local residence will stand in the way
of their appointment. City Attorney Mullen then
suggested that instead of adding the modifications
to the rules providing for the disqualification
of the applicant, the sentence, "It is the express
policy of the City Council that all considerations
and gualifications being equal, residents of the
Lth Suoerv1sor1al District shall be given prefer-
ence in all appointments.™" be added to Section 8,
Rule VII, referring to rules governing appoint-
ment. Mr. Arthur Armstrong addressed the Council
questioning the abandonment of the "rule of three™.
Mr. Armstrong stated that he viewed the "rule of
Three™ as basic to civil service. Mr. Weller
replied that abandoning the "rule of Three” would
in no way endanger the baclc benefits of civil
service. On the motion of Councilman Richey,
Preszler seconc, the Council voted to introduce
Ordinance No. L74 entitled "An Ordinance of the
Yity of Lodi Creating and Establishing a Personnel
“ystem and Repealing “Ordinance Numbers 276 and 305™.
Councilman reszler moved, Richey second, to adodt
Resolution No. 1718, providing for the adoption
of the "Rules for Personnel Administration" to be-
come effective with the adoption of Crdinance L74.
The motion passed by a umanimous vote.

On the motion of Councilman Robinson, Richey second,
the Council then voted to introduce Ordinance No.
476, providing for the removal of all department
heads from the classification system.
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ty Manager thnen submitted a recommendation

REORGANIZATION Cepartment,. The position vacated by kr. Cromwell
would be filled by IMr. Wilson, the present office
manager in the Finance Department. ¥r.

would then become the Purcrhasing Agent for the
vity. Nr. Wilson's former position would be filled

by the vromotion of Mr. Buer, presently the Col-
lector in the Finance Devartment.

The “ouncil then considered the petition of Clar
&, Mason for rezoning that part of her property
lying nortn of Laursl Avenue and south of the
Mokelumne River. The petition requests thzt the
zoning be changed from park area to residential
zone. The Planning Commission determined that
tnis property had been included in the public
park area in the new zoning ordinance as the
result of a mistake and recommended that it be
rezoned and classified in the R-2 residential
district. The Council set January 21, 1953, as
the date for a public hearing on the pronosed
rszoning on the motion of Louncilman Richey,
Robinson second.

Mzyor pro tem Rinn then asked if the members of
the Council wanted to take up the question of a
salary increase for the City Clerk at this time.
He pointed out that when the matter had been dis-
cussed at a previous meeting, it had been decided
to postpone action until the first of the year.
In reply to a reguest for a recommendation, Mr,
Weller recommended that the salary be increased
to $415 per month. The VYouncil then voted to
accept tne recommendation cof the City Manager

on the motion of Councilman Robinson.

On the motion of Councilman Preszler, the Council
adjourned at 12:10 z.m.
